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Prison may sell 1,500 acres of land 


The U.S. Bureau of Prisons hasn't decided yet what to do with 1,500 acres 
that was farmed by the penitentiary outside of Terre Haute until last fall. 

But if it decides to sell, the city might have an interest in the fate of the 
land. Last week, city officials wrote Warden Thomas Keohane asking for 
a meeting about the possibility of surplus prison land that may be suitable 
for industrial development. 

Economic Development Director Michael G. Barnes declined to com- 
ment on whether the letter referred to the farmland. But the need for more 
prime industrial sites has been addressed by city and financial leaders in 
the past. 

Meanwhile, Michael Aun, the prison bureau's public information officer 
in Washington, D.C., said that the bureau hopes to decide in a month 
whether to keep the land or turn it over to the General Services 
Administration for public auction. 

“We'd like to keep it but we can't really justify that," said Ron G. 
Thompson, executive assistant to the warden at the Terre Haute peni- 
tentiary. ‘‘Down the road maybe there will be...further development.” 

. The prison bureau decided to discontinue farming at five prisons around 
the country because farming wasn't cost-effective, Aun said. The total 
penitentiary acreage at the Terre Haute facility is 2,600 acres.

Chalos said he intended to con- 
tact the Indiana Department of 
Commerce, asking that if it wanted 
to buy the property to leave it 
intact. He speculated that at 
$1,000 an acre, the property would 
doubtless exceed $1 million. 

“It would be either a good 
investment for the state, if they 
had the money for it, or the county 
or the city," he said, attributing 
Caterpillars decision to locate in 
Lafayette in part to its success in 
getting a 1,000-acre tract of land. 

Chalos said he inquired about

I am enclosing some information on the Up-to-Date 


Manufacturing Company and the manager Jesse H. Srofe. 


I had some problems determining when the company 


stopped making fencing and railing. The 1915-16 Terre 
Haute city directory lists them as fence manufacturers, 
and the 1922 directory lists them as making powder kegs. 
They are listed in the 1918 and 1920 directories, but 
their products are not mentioned. I looked in the 
classified sections but could not find them listed under 
fencing, railing. kegs, or cans. (In later directories 
they are listed as making cans.) Jesse Srofe seems not 
to have taken out any ads. 


It appears that Srofe sold the company about 1931. 


The company is not listed in the 1931 directory but is 
listed in 1932 with an L.E. Geiger as superintendent. 
Jesse himself is listed in the directories through 1940 
but doesn't show up in our indexed obituaries for 1940, 


or 1942. 


I hope the above information is helpful to you.

Hello! I am enclosing copies from pgs. 535-36 from C.C. Oakey’s History of 
Greater Terre Haute that was published in 1908, These copies tell how Jesse H. Srofe 
founded Up-to-Date Manufacturing Co. in 1899. Mr. Srofe died in October 1941 and is 
buried at Highland Lawn Cemetery which is on the north side of U.S. 40 (Wabash Ave.) 
on Terre Haute's east side. 


In 1904 Terre Haute City Directory states that Up-to-Date Manufacturing Co. 
made ornamental iron and steel work so I think that your gate was probably made about 
then. Several years later the company was making large steel cans and powder kegs such 
as dynamite could be stored in. 


In its earlier years (1899-1910) Up-to-Date Mfg. Co. seems to have concentrated 
on making iron fences, fire escapes, etc. and so I think your gate probably dates from the 
first decade of the 20" Century. 


The business was located beside the busy New York Central railroad tracks at 945 
N. 10%, but the business was sold by Mr. Srofe in the late 1920's and the successor 
company seems to have gone out of business shortly after 1936.
